Mr. Helms has been with the Central Intelligence Agency since the Agency's 
creation after World War I. He began his career in intelligence work as a naval 
officer with the Office of Strategic Services, a predecessor organization of CIA. 
His brilliant wartime service was followed by outstanding performance as an 
expert in Eastern European affairs. He became deputy to the Deputy Director 
for Plans in 1953 and was in 1962 appointed Deputy Director for Plans by John A. 
McCone, then Director of Central Intelligence. In April 1965 President Johnson 
appointed Mr. Helms the Deputy Director of Central Intelligence. 


SUMMARY STATEMENT 


Mr. Helms achieved his present position as Deputy Director of Central 
Intelligence through distinguished service in a succession of career positions in 
the Central Intelligence Agency and its predecessor organizations—a career of 
more than two decades on the frontiers of foreign affairs. As Deputy Director 
for Plans, he was the senior United States foreign intelligence operations officer. 
As such, he managed with great success our country's clandestine foreign 
intelligence programs, providing timely intelligence vital to our national defense 
and security. As guardian of these operations he was also responsible for 
conducting counter-intelligence measures necessary to prevent opposition elements 
from damaging our efforts. Now, as Deputy Director of Central Intelligence, he 
has responsibilities involving the organization, management, and effectiveness 
of United States foreign intelligence activities which are of critical importance 
to the success of our foreign policy objectives and to the security of the Free 
World, Although Mr. Helms! achievements have not come to general public 
attention because of the arcane nature of his work, he has performed a truly 
outstanding service to the Nation during his unusual, if not unprecedented, career 
in Government service. .

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As Doputy Director for Plane. Mr, Helns managed with great success 
the Agency's ory al collection programa throughout the world. These 
overseas activities have made atrategically significant contributions to our 
Geveremernt's information cencerning the nature, the capebiiitice, and the 
intentions of our adversaries. Conduct of these activities required apcra- 
tenal and political eophistication and sensitivity. The reselts have incladed 
eritically impertent scientific znd military information and ztrategic political 
and econemic intelligence. The Information thus ecquired has had 2 drect 
bearing on the conduct of our country's foreign affaires and the develeprnent 
of national defense technlcuses and hardware. 


Although a apeciailst in intelligence operations for rmmay years, 
Mz, Helms has not Mimited his interests to this element of the Agency's 
efforts.

Helens assumed his new responsibilities at a time when the demands 
frora the White House and other congumere ior round-the-clock Internation 
end eanelyeie of complicated and fast-moving situations were constantly in« 
creasing. That the finished intelligence disseminated during the last yezr 
by the Agency to the President end other top-level officials hae won ¥ ide 
acclaim in our imelligence comcuualty ts testimony that the confideses of 
Presideat Johneon in selecting “ix. Helma ior this impertant position wae 
well placed, 


in summary, Mr. Nelme personiites the bast characteristics of 
traly distinguished leader skilled ia the complex arte of forcign effmirs, 
* dynamic admiulatrater, and a career officer dedicated te the public 
#ervice. The aeseciates of Mr. Selos feel thet hic brilliant and pro-~ 
gretsive career in the Central Intelligence Agency is indeed evidence co: 
a high degree of excellence in the vivillan career aervices of the Federal 
Gevernmeat.

SUBJECT : Rockefeller Public Service Award 


1, Attached is a proposed response to an invitation to submit Agency 
nominations for the 1966 Rockefeller Award. The response states that T1A 
has decided not to nominate a candidate this year. 


2, The Rockefeller Award, as you know, is one of the very top public 
service awards, Five winners (who receive $10,000 each) are selected 
yearly--one for each of five broad fields of activity: (a) Administration; 

(b) Foreign Affairs or International Operations; (c) General V’elfare or National 
Resources; (d) Law, Legislation, or Regulation; and (e) Science, Technology, 
or Engineering. 


3, Candidates must be civilian employees of the Federal Government who 
have performed “truly outstanding service to the Nation.” Normally, they must 
have been in the federal employ a minimum of 15 years and “shall be between 
the ages of 45 and 60 years.” CIA hag nominated at least one candidate in each 
of the past six years but has yet to place a winner. Our candidates heve been: 


1960 Dr, Guthe..... .oreign Affairs 

1961 Dr. Scoville... . Science 

1962 Mr, Helms .... .Poreign Affairs 

1963 (Mr. Helms ... . .Poreign Affaire 
(Mr. Kirkpatrick . .Administration

1965 (Mr, Helms .... .Foreign Affairs (withdrawn)

point in nominating someone for this award who is below the level of a Deputy 
Director. And this year, unless we want to put Mr. ‘elms’ name forwerd again, 
it would seem appropriate not to make a nomination. The attached response is 
based on our understanding that .ir. Helms would prefer not to be 9 candidate.
